Asparagus 
Culture. Sow the seed 
thinly in rows 1 foot 
apart in April or May 
(4 or 5 pounds to the 
acre) and keep down all 
weeds. To secure strong, 
healthy plants, thin the 
seedlings to 3 or 4 
inches in the rows, sayv- 
ing enly the strongest. 
The one-year-old plants 
should be set out in 
spring in rich, sandy 
loam, dug 18 inches deep, 
into which has been 
worked plenty of well- 
rotted manure. If a stiff 
clay soil is all that can 
be had, add plenty of 
sand and sifted coal- 
ashes to loosen it up, 
and also see that it is 
well underdrained. In 
planting for private use, 
set out in beds 5 feet 
wide, 3 rows in a bed, 
the outer being each 1 
foot from the edge, and 
allow 18 inches between 
the rows; set the plants 
trom 4 to 6 inches below 
the surface. If set out 
in autumn, top-dress 
with 6 inches of manure. 
For market, on a large 
scale, set out 4 by 1% 
feet. Every fall apply a good dressing of coarse manure, 
after the tops have been cut, and in spring fork in. Never 
cut too closely. The roots need the benefit of some foliage 
during the year, else they will weaken and die. Slugs are 
easily destroyed by applying air-slacked lime or Paris green. 
One ounce to 50 feet of drill; about 4 pounds to the acre.

About the first of May, if the ground is per- 
fectly warm, select a warm, dry, sheltered spot; dig and 
manure slightly; make drills 2 inches deep and 18 inches 
to 2 feet apart; drop the beans 3 inches apart in the drills, 
and cover not more than 2 inches deep. Hoe well in dry 
weather to keep down the weeds. Sow every two weeks 
for a succession. Add 15 cents per quart extra if to be 
sent by mail. One quart to every 400 feet of drill; two 
bushels to the acre.

Muskmelons, or Cantaloupes, may be easily grown 
in any good rich garden soil. A melon ripened in the 
home garden is generally vastly superior to those 
purchased on the market. One ounce will plant 50 
hills; 2 or 3 pounds in hill per acre. 

Culture. Melons thrive best in a rich, light soil. Plant 
early in May, when the ground has become warm and dry, 
in hills six feet apart each way for muskmelons, eight feet 
for watermelons. Previous to sowing the seed, mix a few 

* shovelfuls of well-rotted manure in each hill, and plant in 
each twelve to fifteen seed; after all danger of the bugs is 
over, thin out to three plants per hill. When about one 
foot long, pinch off the tips to make them branch, as it 
strengthens the growth of the vines and makes the fruit 
mature earlier.

with night temperature of 45 degrees.
